brief^emarks ^ 

The claims do not claim a plurality of fly boxes, but rather a fastener that 
of attaching any one of a plurality of fly boxes to the base plate. The fastener is 
the drawings. 

The original specification supports the base piece covering less than 
chest of the normal adult. See FIG. 1 , and page 7, lines 29 through page 8, lir 

The Office Action states that the claims are confusing since the examiner 
understand the point of having fly boxes that are removable if they can be 
out removal. They are removable because at different seasons, or different tirfies 
day, a fly fisherman will want to have a different set of flies, and the removability ^llows 
to simply replace one box with another. It is advantageous to be accessible 
removed because a person normally only has two hands, and as any fly fisherman 
one hand is often being used for one thing, such as holding a branch or a rod 
trying to access a fly box. 

The examiner says it would be obvious to secure the base piece 
the chest by shortening the strap 1 1 . However, in that case, the fishing rod would 
user's face.

a harness that secures said base piece to the chest of a fisherman, with
